The  outbreak  of  diphtheria,  which  is  described  in  detail  in 
the  report,  serves  to  remind  us  that  we  must  continue  our  vigilance 
against  the  recurrence  of  almost  forgotten  infectious  diseases. 
Every  effort  was  made  following  this  outbreak,  to  improve  the 
state  of  immunity  of  all  young  children.  As  a  result  of  the  high 
number  of  tuberculosis  cases  discovered  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  during  the  year,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  special 
visit  of  the  unit  !to  the  area  in  1964.  Tuberculosis  still  continues 
to  cause  us  concern,  and  46  new  cases  were  discovered  during 
the  year. 


#  The  work  of  making  Keighley  smokeless  has  continued,  and 
during  the  year  three  further  smoke  control  orders  were  made, 
although  the  operative  date  is  not  until  1964.  Another  large  area 
was  represented,  but  as  yet  confirmation  of  the  Order  has  not  been 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 

The  extension  and  modernising  of  the  Public  Slaughter  House 
continues,  and  shortly  these  new  and  extremely  commodious 
premises  will  be  in  full  working  order. 

The  attachment  of  the  Health  Visitor,  Midwife  and  Home 
Nurse  to  the  Family  Doctor  is  described  in  detail  in  the  report. 
It  is  felt  that  this  redeployment  of  our  limited  forces  has  been  a 
great  success.  It  is  anticipated  that  Authorities  of  a  similar  size 
will  shortly  follow  suit,  but  we  envisage  that  the  large  cities  will 
present  greater  problems  than  we  have  encountered. 

The  work  on  neglected  children  and  problem  families  has 
continued,  and  although  this  often  shows  little  in  the  way  of 


positive  results,  we  feel  that  in  several  instances  our  efforts  have 
borne  fruit  in  providing  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  family, 
with  the  consequent  improvement  in  health  and  welfare  of  the 
children. 

The  report  on  the  development  of  the  local  authority  health 
and  welfare  services  demanded  by  the  Minister  has  been  given 
in  full,  as  it  is  of  extreme  importance  that  at  this  time  we  should 
plan  ahead  and  display  a  willingness  to  change  our  mode  of 
operation  in  the  light  of  changing  social  and  medical  circumstances.

These  figures  are  based  on  a  count  which  is  taken  on  a  certain 
Monday  each  month  and  do  not  include  workers  who  registered 
as  unemployed  during  the  same  week,  but  on  days  other  than  tne 
statistical  Monday.  The  number  of  these  “Non-Monday”  short 
time  workers  registered  as  unemployed  averaged  202  throughout 
the  year  and  although  they  are  excluded  from  the  monthly 
statistics,  they  are  of  interest  in  considering  the  overall  picture. 
Details  of  each  main  group  are  as  follows:— 

Wholly  Unemployed.  The  number  of  wholly  unemployed 
men  rose  from  407  in  January  to  486  in  February,  decreased  to 
291  in  July,  rose  again  to  317  in  August  and  continued  to  fall 
steadily  to  266  in  December.  The  figures  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  were  the  highest  since  1958.  The  number  of  women 
registered  as  wholly  unemployed  was  considerably  less  than  the 
men,  but  the  overall  figure  remained  fairly  steady  throughout  the 
year,  beginning  with  139  in  January  and  varying  only  slightly 
each’  month  to  108  in  December.  Unemployment  amongst  boys 
and  girls  remained  low  except  for  the  months  of  August  and 
September,  when  school-leavers  were  registered  prior  to  entering 
employment. 
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Temporarily  Stopped.  The  numbers  of  men  and  women 
,  affected  by  short-time  working  reached  the  highest  point  in  Feb- 
r  ruary,  1963,  the  total  being  332  men  and  169  women.  The 
)  women’s  temporarily  stopped  register,  however,  fell  steadily  during 
1  the  year  and  with  the  exception  of  a  period  in  September,  when 
seventy-one  women  were  registered  as  unemployed,  it  remained 
]  low.  Short-time  working  involving  men  rose  to  334  in  May,  but 
j  was  greatly  reduced  to  four  in  June,  and  has  since  remained  low. 
Included  in  the  industries  affected  were  Worsted  Spinning  and 
Manufacturing,  Engineering,  Foundries  and  the  Building  Trade, 

1  where  employment  was  suspended  due  to  the  severe  weather  in 
:  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

Total  Unemployed  Registers.  Compared  with  the  two  previous 
i  years,  the  combined  Wholly  Unemployed  and  Temporarily  Stopped 
;  figures  showed  a  substantial  rise  in  unemployment  early  in  1963, 
'<  but  as  the  weather  improved  many  workers  resumed  employment, 

[  and  with  the  receipt  of  orders  by  engineering  and  textile  firms, 

:  short-time  working  virtually  disappeared. 

The  average  rate  of  unemployment  for  men,  women,  boys 
t  and  girls  during  1963  was  2.0%  of  the  employed  population,  as 
)  compared  with  the  regional  rate  of  2.1%  and  the  national  rate 
t  of  2.5%. 

General  Employment  Position.  At  the  beginning  of  1963  the 
)  general  employment  situation  appeared  rather  grave,  but  fortu- 
:  nately  the  position  steadily  improved,  and  by  June  was  very  much 
J  brighter.  Demands  for  labour  increased  month  by  month  and 
r  outstanding  vacancies  for  men  rose  steadily  from  63  in  January 
j  to  161  in  November  and  fell  only  slightly  in  December.  Outstand- 
u  ing  demands  for  women  also  increased  steadily  throughout  the 
>|  year,  rising  from  163  in  January  to  a  peak  of  245  in  December, 
j  Vacancies  for  boys  and  girls  showed  similar  increases  as  the  year 
:  progressed,  the  highest  figures  being  recorded  in  July  and  August. 

A  number  of  redundancies  occurred  during  the  year,  mainly 
rj  in  Worsted  Spinning  and  Manufacturing,  but  in  all  cases  redundant 
v  workers  obtained  alternative  employment.  The  year  ended  on  a 
i  much  brighter  note,  and  it  is  expected  that  1964  will  be  a  favour¬ 
able  year  for  industry  with  a  continuation  of  the  present  position.

Principal  causes  of  death. — As  in  previous  years,  the  majority 
of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  The  commonest 
causes  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  malignant  diseases 
and  respiratory  diseases. 
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Tuberculosis. — There  were  six  deaths  from  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This  shows  a  drop  compared  with 
the  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  last  year;  we  must,  however, 
continue  to  make  every  effort  to  try  and  effect  a  complete  eradica¬ 
tion  of  this  disease.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF 
HEALTH  SERVICES 
WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH 


1 — SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  CORPORATION 

OF  KEIGHLEY. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  makes  pro¬ 
vision  for  securing  the  necessary  care  and  attention  for  persons 
who: — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions;  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  Local  Authority  may  on  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  authorise  an  application  to  be  made  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person 
to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  his  detention  and 
maintenance  therein  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 
Act,  1951,  the  Local  Authority  can,  where  urgent  removal  is 
considered  necessary,  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
take  immediate  action  seeking  an  Order  from  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  to  detain  the  person  in  suitable  premises  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  weeks. 

A  number  of  cases  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  each  year;  every  endeavour  is,  however,  made  to  remedy  or 
alleviate  the  circumstances  before  applying  for  a  Court  Order. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this 
legislation  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  places  on  the  Local  Authority  a 
duty  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area,  in  any  case  where  it 
appears  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body 
have  been  or  are  being  made. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  above  section 
of  the  Act  in  respect  of  two  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Mortuary. 

The  arrangement  whereby  bodies  are  accommodated  at  the 
Mortuary  of  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital,  where  proper  refrigeration 
facilities  are  available,  was  continued  on  a  permanent  basis  subject 
to  six  months’  notice  on  either  side  of  termination.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  way. 


Cleansing  Station. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  need  for  disinfestation  during  the  past 
few  years  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  Cleansing  Station  was  found 
to  be  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  there. 
The  decision,  in  1962,  to  close  the  station  and  make  arrangements 
with  Bradford  for  all  disinfestation  to  be  carried  out  there  has 
resulted  in  an  economic  and  satisfactory  service. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  specimens  for  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Brad¬ 
ford  and  at  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Keighley  Victoria 
Hospital.  Doctors  Smith  and  Stewart,  who  are  in  charge  of  these 
laboratories,  have  kept  us  fully  informed  of  the  results  of  these 
investigations,  and  we  are  extremely  grateful  to  them  for  their 
willing  and  helpful  co-operation. 

This  arrangement  is  undoubtedly  most  necessary  in  order  to 
enable  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  to  investigate  in  the 
very  early  stages  the  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease  or  food 
poisoning. 


Hospitals.

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Diphtheria. 

Towards  the  end  of  July,  two  cases  of  mild  diphtheria,  due  to 
an  atypical  coryne  bacterium,  occurred.  The  first  case  was 
discovered  accidentally  following  a  child’s  admission  to  hospital 
“in  status  epilepticus,  when  a  throat  swab  was  taken  because  of 
a  mild  tonsillitis  and  found  to  be  positive  K.L.B.  The  second 
case  was  sent  into  hospital  by  a  general  practitioner  with  the 
clinical  diagnosis  of  faucial  diphtheria,  later  confirmed  bacterio- 
logically.  The  first  child  attended  the  Keighley  Training  Centre 
and,  as  a  result,  all  the  children  attending  were  swabbed  and 
Schick  tested.  The  non-immunes  were  immunised.  The  second 
case  happened  to  be  a  brother  of  a  girl  attending  the  Training 
Centre,  Initial  swabbing  of  members  and  staff  of  the  Centre 
produced  negative  results,  but  repeat  swabbing  resulted  in  several 
carriers  being  discovered,  three  of  whom  were  from  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  Skipton  Division.  Intensive  mass  swabbing  was  then  carried 
out  in  the  surrounding  schools  and  among  the  home  and  street 
contacts  of  the  known  cases,  as  a  result  of  which  three  more  cases 
and  twelve  carriers  were  discovered  and  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  The  cases  were  mild,  and  it  is  felt  would  have 
been  impossible  to  diagnose  in  the  absence  of  knowledge  as  to  the 
presence  of  the  organism  in  the  area.  Swabbing  of  the  schools 
was  continued  until  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  the  following 
graphs  show  the  findings.  During  December  the  organism  caused 
the  death  of  an  unimmunised  child  aged  two  years,  and  following 
routine  swabbing  three  carriers  were  discovered.  It  is  interesting 
to  observe  that  these  carriers  were  the  mother  and  two  siblings  of 
the  infected  child.  A  complete  sweep  through  the  school  attended 
by  the  other  child  drew  blank.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  had 
been  a  total  of  six  cases  (including  the  fatal  case)  and  sixteen 
carriers  among  Keighley  residents. 

Of  the  cases,  one  child  had  received  a  course  of  three  injec¬ 
tions  twelve  years  previously;  in  two  cases  the  immunisation  state 
was  in  doubt;  while  the  three  remaining  cases  had  not  been 
immunised.  The  need  to  secure  and  maintain  the  immunisation 
state  at  the  highest  possible  level  throughout  the  child  population 
is  clearly  underlined,  and  our  propaganda  measures  to  achieve 
these  ends  continue  unabated« 

The  outbreak  continues  to  the  time  of  writing  (April,  1964) , 
and  to  date  a  total  of  8  cases  and  50  carriers  have  been  discovered. 

Dystentery. 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  compared 
with  23  in  the  previous  year.

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Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(Section  22  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946) . 

Premises^  .  The  premises  used  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services  remain  principally  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  and 
details  of  the  various  clinics  provided  within  the  Borough  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix.  The  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year 
consisted  of.Westgate  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  in  addition  five 
rented  premises,  one  in  the  centre  and  the  others  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  Borough.  At  least  three  of  these  premises  are 
unsatisfactory  for  the  proper  conduction  of  clinics,  but  efforts 
to  obtain  alternative  accommodation  in  these  areas  have  proved 
unsuccessful. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  total  number  of  children  brought 
to  the  clinics  during  the  year  was  1,307,  who  between  them  made 
14,079  attendances.  As  has  been  noted  in  previous  years,  our 
clinics  continue  to  be  primarily  infant  feeding  clinics  for  children 
during  the  first  year  of  life. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics- — Mothercraft  and  Relaxa¬ 
tion  Classes.  The.  changing  arrangements  for  ante-natal  care  in 
the  Borough  described  in  last  year's  report  have  continued,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  sixteen  General  Practitioners 
who  had  a  midwife  attached.  In  most  cases  the  doctor  held  an 
ante-natal  clinic  in  his  surgery  at  which  the  midwife  attended, 
so  that  he  now  has  assistance,  not  only  for  domiciliary,  but  also 
for  hospital  booked  cases.  This  has  definite  advantages  in  that 
a  more  complete  and  continuous  service  is  available  to  the  patient, 
since  the  same  midwife  who  meets  her  in  the  surgery  at  the  ante¬ 
natal  clinic,  will  visit  her  on  discharge  from  hospital.  This  new 
arrangement  has  proved  most  satisfactory.  It  places  a  strong 
emphasis  on  ante-natal  care,  and  both  the  doctor  and  midwife 
appreciate  the  regular  opportunity  to  discuss  cases.  There  is, 
however,  still  need  for  a  midwives  only  clinic,  which  is  held  on 
our  own  premises  to  enable  staff  to  see  patients  who  are  either 
booked  by  a  doctor  who  does  not  hold  an  ante-natal  clinic  on  his 
own  premises  or  by  doctors  who  have  their  surgeries  out  of  our 
area.  The  number  of  patients  attending  this  clinic  is  very  small, 
and  they  are  seen  by  appointment.  Relaxation  Classes  were  held 
at  Haworth,  Victoria  Park  and  Westgate  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  also  at  St.  John's  Hospital  Maternity  Unit.  The  Relaxation 
Classes  at  St.  John’s  Hospital  Maternity  Unit  comprise  a  regular 
course  of  teaching,  shared  between  the  Sister  Tutor  at  the  hospital 
and  the  responsible  Health  Visitor.  During  the  year  120  women 
attended  the  Authority’s  Relaxation  Classes  and  the  total  number 
of  attendances  made  amounted  to  860. 
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Day  Nurseries.  There  is  one  Day  Nursery  in  the  Borough 
which  has  accommodation  for  50  children  in  the  0  to  5  age  group. 
The  total  number  of  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  11  in  the  0  to  2  age  group  and  29  in  the  2  to  5  age  group, 
as  compared  with  13  and  22  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  It 
will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  Nursery  is  not  being  fully 
used  at  the  present  time. 

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  Her  Child.  Details  of  the 
number  of  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix.  Seventy-four  cases  of  illegitimacy  were  dealt  with  by 
the  Department  during  the  year  out  of  the  total  of  84  illegitimate 
births  which  occurred  in  the  area.  The  Mothers  have  usually 
been  accommodated  in  Welfare  Homes  either  in  Bradford  or  Leeds, 
where  every  effort  is  made  to  rehabilitate  the  mother  and  to  ensure 
that  the  child  is  either  kept  by  her  or  disposed  of  in  a  proper  way 
by  adoption  or  placement  in  the  care  of  the  Local  Authority.;  The 
illegitimate  live  births  in  the  town  represented  8.3%  of  the  total 
live  births,  as  against  6.9%  for  the  previous  year.  There  were 
20  cases  in  the  15  to  19  age  group,  an  increase  of  9  on  the  previous 
year.  There  were  also  26  in  the  20  to  24  age  group,  14  in  the  25 
to  29  age  group,  and  12  in  the  30  to  39  age  group  and  2  in  the 
40  plus  age  group. 

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.  This 

is  carried  out  by  the  School  Dentist  on  the  recommendation  either 
of  the  Clinic  Officer  or  the  patient’s  private  practitioner. 

Phenylketonuria.  During  the  year  the  health  visitors  con¬ 
tinued  the  urine  testing  for  Phenylketonuria,  which  was  undertaken 
in  order  to  discover  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  condition  in 
the  child  which,  if  neglected,  would  give  rise  to  serious  mental 
defect.  Nil  positive  results  were  recorded  durng  the  year  which 
were  not  confirmed  by  serum  testing  at  the  hospital  laboratory. 
It  is  understood  that  the  number  of  positive  results  now  coming  to 
light  throughout  the  country  would  indicate  a  higher  incidence 
than  had  originally  been  anticipated. 

Screen  Testing  for  Deafness  by  Health  Visitors.  During  the 
year  15  children  were  tested  by  the  Health  Visitors.  These 
children  were  considered  to  be  at  risk  as  they  had  either  speech 
defects  or  there  was  delayed  or  only  partial  speech  development. 
A  few  of  the  children  tested  had  family  histories  of  deafness.  Two 
of  those  tested  were  referred  to  the  Otologist.  One  child  was 
found  to  be  deaf,  and  it  was  thought  that  this  was  due  to  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  which  were  subsequently  removed,  following 
which  the  child's  condition  improved.  In  the  remaining  case  the 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 
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xMatemity  Services.  During  the  year  there  was  a  total  of 
1,019  births  assignable  to  the  Borough.  Of  these,  999  were  live 
births  and  20  still  births.  Details  of  premature  babies  born  in 
1963  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery.  (Section  23,  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946) .  During  the  year  we  appointed  a  full-time  midwife, 
bringing  our  staff  up  to  the  full  establishment  of  four.  The  number 
of  domiciliary  births  during  the  year  was  104  and  the  total  number 
of  live  births  999.  Most  of  these  cases  are  visited  by  the  Midwife 
since  the  majority  are  discharged  from  hospital  much  earlier  than 
the  tenth  day  of  puerperium.  We  have  accepted  the  principle  that 
all  Public  Health  Nursing  Staff  should  work  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  family  doctor  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  16 
General  Practitioners  who  had  a  midwife  attached.  The  changing 
emphasis  of  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  described  in  the  last 
report  has  continued  and  it  is  thought  that  the  midwives  are  now 
accepting  the  changing  pattern  of  their  work. 


Health  Visiting 

(Section  24,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

The  Family  Doctor  and  the  Health  Visitor.  The  practice  of 
attaching  Health  Visitors  to  work  with  private  practitioners  in  the 
town,  described  in  last  year’s  report,  has  continued,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  20  practitioners  who  had  joined  the 
scheme  and  four  more  were  awaiting  health  visitors.  In  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  private  practitioners,  it  was  decided  that  the  health 
visitor  should  have  the  following  responsibilities: — 

Normal  school  work  with  the  pre-school  child  in  families 
within  the  practice. 

Visiting  the  aged. 

Acceptance  from  the  doctor  of  any  family  with  medical  or 
or  medico  social  problems  where  he  considered  health 
education  would  be  beneficial  or  the  Health  Department 
could  help. 

Problem  families. 

Work  in  the  schools  in  her  area,  with  supervision  of  School 
Nurses  and  nursing  auxiliaries. 

With  these  objects  in  view,  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
health  visitors  to  take  over  the  case  load  of  patients  on  the  list 
of  practitioners  who  were  in  the  under  five  year  and  over  65  year 
age  groups.  Arrangements  between  the  doctors  and  health  visitors 
varied,  but  in  general  she  would  either  arrange  to  call  at  the 
surgery  once  or  twice  weekly  to  discuss  cases  with  the  doctor,  or 
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have  cases  referred  for  her  attention.  Some  doctors  kept  the 
standing  appointment,  but  others  call  on  the  health  visitor  as  and 
when  required.  The  practice  is  now  beginning  for  the  health 
visitor  to  hold  a  special  session  by  appointment  in  the  surgery, 
which  mothers  may  attend  of  their  own  volition  or  be  referred  by 
their  doctor.  This  arrangement  is  proving  advantageous  and 
means  that  those  people  who  are  fit  to  attend  for  advice  can  do 
so  and  thus  save  the  health  visitor  a  certain  amount  of  tiavelhng 
time  At  the  present  time,  unfortunately,  we  have  only  seven 
fully  qualified  Health  Visitors  capable  of  taking  part  in  the  scheme, 
out  of  an  establishment  of  12.  The  other  five  established  posts 
are  taken  up  by  State  Registered  Nurses,  who  act  as  assistants, 
clinic  nurses  and  nursing  auxiliaries.  It  is  thought  that  for  the 
full  complement  of  26  doctors  in  the  town,  several  more  Health 
Visitors  would  be  required  to  carry  out  the  work  fully.  Apart 
from  the  baby  feeding  problems,  which  are  constantly  referred 
by  the  doctors,  the  Health  Visitor  s  main  work  is  concerned  with 
the  care  and  after-care  of  the  aged.  Here,  her  knowledge  of 
social  legislation  has  been  invaluable,  and  she  has,  under  the 
present  scheme,  been  on  the  scene  in  good  time  to  help  and  to 
arrange  tor  such  ancilliary  assistance  as  the  Health  Department 
and  the  nationalised  welfare  organisations  can  provide.  At  the 
same  time  it  has  been  made  clear  that  it  is  important  for  the 
Health  Visitor  to  continue  routine  health  education  in  the  schools. 
While  at  the  present  time  formal  health  education  .  within  the 
practice  is  not  in  existence,  there  is  still  hope  that  in.  the  near 
future  arrangements  along  these  lines  will  be  made.  It  is  obvious 
from  the  foregoing,  that  the  function  of  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer 
must  be  closely  reviewed.  It  is  thought  that  while  there  is  a 
certain  amount  of  health  educational  work  available  for  the 
doctor,  his  or  her  time  could  be  more  profitably  spent  in  being 
specially  responsible  for  handicapped  children  of  all  kinds.  It  is 
believed  that  their  natural  place  will  be  in  an  assessment  or 
diagnostic  clinic  under  the  aegis  of  the  Local  Authority,  to  which 
handicapped  children  of  all  kinds,,  from  the  ages  of  0  to  18  years, 
could  be  referred  for  special  testing,  observation,  diagnosis  and 
consideration  of  the  educational  and  vocational  require n  tiis. 
Before  this  can  be  done  ultimately  it  will  be  necessaiy  for  Health 
Visitors  to  be  responsible  for  the  immunisation  programmes  in  the 
clinics.  At  the  present  time,  Health  Visitors  attached  to  General 
Practitioners  carry  out  immunisation  procedures  in  the  home  when 
requested  by  him  and  under  his  direction.  There  seems,  however, 
to  be  some  difficulty  in  this  respect  in  regard  to  the  immunisation 
by  Health  Visitors  in  the  clinics  without  medical  supervision. 


Follow-up  of  Patients  Discharged  from  Hospital.  The 

arrangement  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  letting 
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us  have  details  of  discharges  in  respect  of  geriatric  patients  and 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years  continued.  It  is  thought 
that  these  arrangements  have  proved  to  be  much  more  useful  since 
the  attachment  of  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  majority  of  the 
general  practitioners  in  the  town. 

Home  Nursing 

(Section  25,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

There  are  six  Home  Nurses  employed  in  the  Borough  to 
attend  to  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  home.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  signs  of  an  increasing  demand  for  the 
services  of  the  Home  Nurse.  During  the  year  there  has  been 
available  an  incontinent  laundry  service,  which  provides  for 
supplies  of  clean  linen,  the  dirty  linen  being  collected  and  taken 
to  St.  John’s  Hospital  Laundry,  where  it  is  laundered  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  to  whom  we  are 
very  grateful.  In  addition  we  can,  when  necessary,  provide  a 
night-nursing  service,  and  we  have  found  the  State  Enrolled  Nurse 
a  most  useful  member  of  the  team  in  this  respect.  Of  the  765 
cases  attended  by  the  Home  Nurse  during  the  year,  505  were 
aged  65  or  over  at  the  time  of  the  first  visit.  From  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  nurses’  time  is  spent  in  caring 
for  the  aged  sick  in  their  own  home.  The  nurses  carried  out  a 
total  of  21,497  visits  during  the  year,  and  in  the  case  of  2,794  of 
these  visits  an  injection  was  administered. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

(Section  26,  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946). 

During  the  year  166  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  against 
smallpox  were  performed.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  represents 
a  very  small  proportion  of  the  young  children  in  the  town  and  is 
in  sharp  distinction  to  the  large  number  of  vaccinations  which 
were  performed  in  the  previous  year  because  of  smallpox  occurring 
nearby.  The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  whooping 
cough  during  the  year  was  636.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria 
during  the  year  numbered  668  and  283  received  booster  doses, 
usually  prior  to  commencing  school.  1,024  persons  were  given 
a  complete  course  of  protective  treatment  against  poliomyelitis 
during  the  year,  using  oral  vaccine. 
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Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

(Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946).

There  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  notifications. 
20  patients  had  positive  sputa  at  the  end  of  the  year.  With  the 
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exception  of  2  females  in  one  family  and  2  boys,  all  were  males 
over  40  years  of  age;  again  showing  where  the  reservoir  of  infec¬ 
tion  remains.  Three  of  these  cases  with  positive  sputa  came  from 
the  results  of  the  Mass  Radiography  survey. 

There  remains  9  cases  with  resistant  sputa  in  the  area.  Fortu¬ 
nately,  all  but  one  of  these  are  unemployed  and  unlikely  to  spread 
m  ection.  During  the  year  we  have  not  found  any  case  that  can 
be  traced  to  these  open  cases. 

0  Packing  department  of  one  engineering  firm  we  had 

b  cases  of  tubercle.  The  immediate  contacts  have  been  examined 
and  one  further  case  discovered,  and  a  special  Mass  X-ray  Survey 
has  been  organised  for  the  remaining  employees  in  these  works. 

The  employment  position  in  Keighley  seems  to  be  reasonably 
satisfactory ,  and  we  have  not  had  much  difficulty  in  finding 
suitable  employment  for  patients. 

1 0  ^  e  continue  to  see  all  Mantoux  positive  school  leavers,  and 
auiiough  no  active  cases  of  tubercle  have  been  found,  other  chest 
lesions  have  been  discovered  and  have  benefited  from  treatment. 

Tuberculosis,  Extra  Nourishment.  Extra  nourishment,  in  the 
form  of  liquid  milk,  is  provided  free  of  charge  to  tuberculous 
patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician.  During 
the  year  128  orders  were  issued,  each  covering  a  maximum  period 
of  two  months. 

+  Venereal  Diseases.  During  the  year  the  practice  continued 
of  placing  posters  in  the  public  conveniences  detailing  times  and 
places  of  treatment  for  these  conditions.  Unfortunately,  the  life 
of  these  posters  is  remaikably  short,  and  other  efforts  are  being 
considered  for  keeping  the  available  information  in  front  of  the 
public.  In  addition,  posters  and  leaflets  on  the  dangers  of 
\  enereal  diseases  and  also  the  present  increasing  prevalence  have 
been  shown  in  the  clinic  and  in  the  schools.  One  or  two  talks 
have  been  given  in  the  schools  by  Medical  Officers  on  this  subject. 

Health  Education.  During  the  year  health  education  settled 
down  into  a  routine  procedure  so  far  as  schools  and  mothercraft 
classes  were  concerned.  In  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  we  find 
that  the  informal  approach  is  still  the  most  acceptable  to  mothers, 
ana  discussions  with  small  groups  usually  dealing  with  a  subject 
which  arises  spontaneously  seem  to  be  the  most  beneficial.  How¬ 
ever,  we  still  aim  to  have  a  display  in  the  centre  which  will  act 
as  a  talking  point.  The  Health  Visitors  have  also  given  talks  to 
groups  during  the  year;  for  example,  Parent-Teachers’  Associa¬ 
tion,  Old  People  s  Welfare,  Girl  Guides,  and  this  year  talks  were 
given  to  a  group  of  ’teenagers  who  were  taking  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh’s  award. 
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(a)  Schools.  The  health  education  activities  in  the  schools 
have  continued  to  develop,  and  most  of  the  Health  Visitors  now 
have  a  routine  teaching  session  in  the  Junior  School,  where  the 
syllabus  consists  of  the  normal  health  subjects.,  In  the  first 
instance,  most  of  these  courses  consist  of  six  sessions,  but  now  it 
is  found  that  a  full  term  is  required,  particularly  if  children  are 
to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  class.,  In  addition,  we  have 
this  year  commenced  two  experimental  teaching  groups  in  Secon¬ 
dary  Schools,  both  at  the  request  of  the  Headmasters  concerned. 
These  classes  have  been  most  interesting  since  they  consist  of 
children  who  could  be  potential  problem  parents  of  to-morrow  in 
that  many  of  them  come  from  the  lower  intelligence  and  lower 
income  groups.  The  aim  has  been  to  give  them  an  insight  into 
home-making  in  general.  Ante-natal,  child  care,  and  other  suo- 
jects,  have  ben  dealt  with;  in  addition,  other  aspects,  e.g.,  budget¬ 
ing  for  the  family  and  hire  purchase  have  been  discussed.  We 
have,  however,  tended  to  direct  our  attention  to  personal  relation¬ 
ship  and  mutual  reactions,  other  than  to  the  more  material  aspects 
of  life.  This,  we  believe,  has  a  greater  bearing  on  positive  mental 
health  and  happiness  in  general,  and  in  consequence  on  the 
atmosphere  in  the  home.  The  Health  Visitors,  therefore,  spend 
a  good  deal  of  time  discussing  with  the  children  human  relation¬ 
ships  and  motivations,  both  in  regard  to  their  contemporaries  and 
in  relation  to  members  of  the  family  circle.  The  amount  of  interest 
shown  in  these  subjects  by  the  children  has  been  most  encouraging. 

(b)  Smoking  and  Health.  The  Central  Council  of  Health 
Education  now  has  a  mobile  unit  which  concentrates  on  smoking 
and  health,  and  in  March  this  unit  was  in  Keighley  for  three  days, 
during  which  time  eight  schools  were  visited.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  Health  Visitor  tried  to  pay  at  least  one  visit  to  each  school 
during  the  year  to  give  some  instruction  on  the  dangers  of  smok¬ 
ing.  The  emphasis  has  continued  on  10/11  year  olds  in  the 
Junior  Schools  and  the  12/13  year  olds  in  the  Senior  Schools. 
Posters  and  leaflets,  etc.,  on  this  subject  have  been  widely  displayed 
in  the  General  Practitioners’  surgeries,  as  well  as  in  our  own 
premises. 

(c)  Home  Safety.  The  activities  have  been  similar  to  those 
of  previous  years.  A  float  was  entered  in  the  procession  in  the 
children’s  gala  and  a  marquee  was  hired  at  the  agricultural  show 
in  September,  in  which  an  exhibition  was  staged.  A  competition 
on  home  safety  was  also  organised.  Talks  on  this  subject  have 
been  given  to  special  groups  both  by  members  of  the  Home  Safety 
Committee  and  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

(d)  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes.  The  Mothercraft 
Class,  which  is  held  in  St.  John’s  Hospital,  and  which  was  started 
in  1962,  is  now  well  established.  The  original  arrangements  still 


exist,  and  the  course  lasts  for  twelve  weeks.  The  class  usually 
consists  of  about  eight  to  ten  expectant  mothers.  We  have  also 
started  a  mothercraft  class  in  one  of  the  General  Practitioners’ 
surgeries.'  hollowing  discussion  with  the  private  practitioner, 
midwife  and  health  visitor  concerned,  it  was  felt  that  an  experiment 
of  this  kind  might  be  well  worth  while.  In  this  case,  the  surgery 
facilities  were  such  that  little  organisation  was  necessary.  Classes 
are  held  fortnightly,  and  are  the  responsibility  of  the  midwife,  but 
the  Health  Visitor  gives  two  talks.  Only  one  course  so  far  has 
been  completed,  but  as  seven  patients  attended,  it  seems  likely 
that  the  project  will  be  a  success.,  The  attendance  of  mothers 
at  classes  held  in  our  own  premises  has  decreased  slightly,  but  this 
is,  of  course,  due  to  the  two  new  classes  referred  to  above. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Arrangements  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  certain  patients  to  convalescent  homes  at  reduced  cost  or 
free  of  charge  continued  during  the  year.  These  arrangements 
are  made  on  receipt  of  a  medical  certificate  from  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  and  each  case  is  assessed  in  accordance  with  a  scale 
of  charges  approved  by  the  County  Council. 

Loan  Equipment.  Numerous  items  of  loan  equipment  are 
held  in  store,  and  are  available  on  request  from  the  medical 
practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case,  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
loan  of  this  equipment,  but  the  applicants  are  required  to  sign 
an  undertaking  to  return  the  articles  in  good  condition  and  to  pay 
for  any  article  which  is  lost  or  damaged  while  in  their  care. 
Referring  to  the  number  of  old  people  who  are  cared  for  by  the 
home  nurses,  it  will  be  readily  realised  this  service  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  public. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-Treated  in  Their  Own  Homes.  Three 
meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  were  held  during  the 
year,  and  the  average  attendance  was  between  12  and  13,  as  in 
the  previous  year.  At  these  meetings  nine  new  cases,  involving 
34  children,  were  discussed.  In  addition,  the  members  were  kept 
informed  of  the  progress  of  known  chronic  cases  which  required 
supervision.  It  is  now  becoming  apparent  that  the  prime  present¬ 
ing  symptoms  in  the  majority  of  these  families  is  the  difficulty  in 
paying  the  high  rents  for  the  corporation  houses  to  which  they 
have,  in  the  main,  been  transferred  following  slum  clearance 
procedure.  During  the  year  six  new  rent  guarantees  were  made 
and  one  was  discontinued,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  17  families  under  rent  guarantee.  Two  orders  for  possession 
were  obtained  during  the  year  by  the  Authority.  In  one  instance, 
the  family  had  previously  broken  up  and  left  town.  In  the 
second  case,  the  tenancy  was  given  to  the  mother  of  the  family, 
and  she  was  rehoused  once  more  in  the  house  from  which  she  was 
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previously  evicted.,  Since  then  she  has  been  closely  supervised, 
her  husband  has  returned  home,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  they 
were  managing  reasonably  well.  A  court  order  was  also  obtained 
by  a  private  landlord  against  a  young  problem  family  for  rent 
arrears.  This  family  was  subsequently  rehoused  in  a  corporation 
house  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  not  managing  very  well, 
although  under  a  rent  guarantee  by  the  County  Council.  The 
excellent  liaison  between  all  members  of  the  Committee  has  been 
most  gratifying.  Of  the  17  families  whose  rent  is  guaranteed  by 
the  County  Council,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  at  least  six 
would  have  been  evicted  from  Council  property  had  their  not 
been  such  a  scheme  in  operation.  It  is  also  true  that  once  a 
break-up  has  occurred,  most  of  these  families  would  have  found 
great  difficulty  in  re-establishing  themselves.  From  the  inception 
of  the  scheme  to  the  present,  about  £300  has  been  paid  by  the 
County  Council  to  the  Authority  in  rent  arrears,  which  is  a  sma. 
price  to  pay  for  maintaining  so  many  families  in  their  own  homes. 
It  can  be  said,  therefore,  that  from  a  short  term  point  of  view, 
the  rent  guarantee  system  has  been  a  success.  Also  there  are 
indications  that  it  can  have  good  long  term  results  in  that  many 
families  who  were  thought  to  be  hopeless,  are  now  managing  and 
are  paying  off  the  arrears  slowly. 

Chiropody  Treatment.  During  the  year  1,603  old  people  and 
10  physically  handicapped  persons  received  a  total  number  of 
8,609  treatments  from  chiropodists  participating  in  the  Authority’s 
scheme.  It  will  seem  that  this  average,  is  roughly  about  ffie 
treatments  per  year,  against  the  six  maximum  approved  by  the 
County  Council  Scheme.  As  mentioned  last  year,  the  demand  on 
the  scheme  has  been  extremely  high,  and  there  is  undoubtedly 
a  limit  on  the  extent  to  which  this  may  be  expanded. 


Domestic  Help 

(Section  29,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to  render  assistance  to 
people  in  their  own  homes  who  were  either  sick  or  so  sick  and 
frail  as  to  be  unable  to  carry  out  the  necessary  cleaning  and 
cooking.  The  staff  employed  consisted  of  the  equivalent  of  35 
full-time  Home  Helps,  an  increase  of  one  on  the  previous  year, 
who  in  all  attended  a  total  of  595  cases.  The  demand  for  this 
work  continues  to  increase  and  it  is  expected  that  the  establish¬ 
ment  will  increase  gradually  over  the  years  to  deal  with  the 
demand.  The  78,557  hours  employed  showed  an  increase  of 
2,636  over  last  year’s  figure  of  75,921.  Further  details  of  the 
work  done  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 
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Mental  Health  Service 

(Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946). 

During  the  year  251  cases  were  referred  to  the  Local  Authority 
for  action,  as  compared  with  272  in  the  previous  year.  The  Local 
Authority  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  a  duty  to  ensure  that  the 
proper  forms  required  for  admission  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959,  are  completed  and  that  the  patient  is  transferred  to 
hospital  under  the  best  conditions.  In  addition,  they  are  responsible 
for  care  and  after  care  work  in  the  community  on  patients  who 
have  either  been  discharged  from  Mental  Hospital  who  are  under 
the  out-patient  treatment  by  the  Hospital  Consultant  Psychiatrist. 
Excellent  liaison  has  continued  between  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer, 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  the  General  Practitioners.  As  far  as 
practicable,  the  arrangements  for  admission  to  hosiptal  are  made 
by  the  private  practitioner,  with  the  appropriate  hospital  con¬ 
sultant — the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  only  entering  into  the  picture 
if  it  was  a  case  of  admission  under  order  or  there  were  some  other 
specific  reason  where  it  was  felt  that  they  could  help*  The  work 
is  extremely  time-consuming,  but  yet  seems  to  provide  reasonable 
satisfaction  in  the  way  of  achievement.  The  statistical  details 
found  in  the  tabular  form  in  the  appendix  show  the  changing 
trend  in  regard  to  hospital  admissions  and  discharges. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons 

(Sections  29  and  30,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948). 

The  increasing  interest  in  this  work  by  the  Department 
following  delegation,  has  resulted  in  a  large  number  of  conversion 
and  adaptations  to  assist  handicapped  persons  living  in  their  own 
homes.  There  are  now  several  houses  which  have  been  specially 
adapted  for  handicapped  persons,  and  if  it  was  ever  necessary  for 
them  to  be  re-let,  priority  would  be  given  to  rehousing  some  other 
handicapped  person  there.  It  is  possible  that  in  future,  new  houses 
specially  designed  for  handicapped  persons  will  be  built  following 
a  suitable  contribution  from  the  delegated  authority  to  the  housing 
authority.  In  this  way  it  is  'hoped  that  the  life  of  the  handicapped 
person  will  be  made  as  easy  and  as  pleasant  as  possible.  In  the 
appendix  will  be  found  details  of  blind  and  partially  sighted 
persons  living  in  the  Borough. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act. 

The  Day  Nursery,  Granby  Lane,  Riddlesden,  is  registered  by 
the  Authority  under  the  above  Act,  and  provides  accommodation 
for  45  children  in  the  2  to  5  age  group.  In  adidtion,  the  Authority 
registered  a  Daily  Minder  during  the  year  for  the  care  of  up  to  a 
maximum  of  six  children. 
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Development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare  Services. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/62,  para.  162  of  Cmnd  197:1, 
refers  to  the  ten  year  plan  of  the  Authority  being  carried  forward 
"so  that  plans  for  the  decade  ahead  will  always  be  m  view.  i  ne 
decade  to  be  covered  in  the  present  revision  is  that  running  from 
1st  April,  1964,  to  31st  March,  1974.  As  before,  the  Minister  has 
asked  that  the  summary  of  the  plan  should  be  set  out  year  >} 
year  for  the  first  five  years,  1964/65  to  1968/69  (but  the  second 
quinquennium  1969/70  to  1973/74)  be  treated  as  a  single  period 
Information  about  the  current  year,  1963/64,  is  also  required  by 
the  Minister,  as  this  will  be  the  new  starting  point. 

The  following  report,  therefore,  on  the  development  of  the 
services,  was  given  to  the  Health  Committee  in  November,  1963. 


Health  Centre. 

In  the  previous  report,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  genera., 
practitioners  would  not  be  willing  to  use  premises  provided  by  the 
Authority.  Since  then  there  has  been  a  feeling  that  this  might 
not  be  correct,  as  far  as  several  practitioners  are  concerned  and 
this  together  with  the  decision  of  the  Authority  to  build  combined 
administrative  offices  and  clinic  premises  for  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  has  brought  about  some  change  of  viewpoint.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  April,  1963,  the  Town  Council  approved  that 
the  administrative  offices  of  the  Health  Department  be  combined 
with  the  requisite  clinic  and  operational  accommodation  in  a 
separate  Health  Centre  to  be  located  as  closely  as  conveniently 
practicable  to  the  new  Town  Hall.  The  County  Council  have 
signified  informally  their  general  agreement  to  this  proposal  and 
their  willingness  to  pay  their  appropriate  user  proportion,  wrrh 
this  in  view,  general  practitioners  in  the  centre  of  the  town  have 
been  approached  to  ascertain  Whether  they  would  be  agreeable 
to  using  part  of  the  premises  for  surgery  purposes.  It  would 
clearly  be  advantageous  to  the  doctor  and  the  public  b  the  health 
visitor,  the  midwife  and  home  nurse  were  available  in  the  one 
building,  and  this  would  undoubtedly  be  further  facilitated  if  the 
general  ’practitioners  worked  from  the  same  Centre.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  Centre  would  be  completed  in  the  first  five  year 
period  under  review,  but  would  in  all  probability  be  completed 
before  the  end  of  the  second  five  year  period.  As  far  as  the 
general  practitioners  in  the  outlying  areas  of  the  Borough  are 
concerned,  consideration  is  being  given  at  the  present  time  to  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  centre  in  Haworth  for  Local  Authority 
purposes  and  also  possibly  for  general  practitioners.  If  this 
project  goes  forward,  it  is  hoped  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
acquire  a  suitable  site  during  the  year  1964/65. 
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Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

In  ihe  previous  report,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  nature  of  the  clinics  in  the  town  and  it  was  suggested  that 
two  new  purpose  build  clinics  were  required.  The  practicability 
o*  erectmg  two  small  prefabricated  clinics  on  the  major  housing 
estates,  e.g.,  Guardhouse  and  Parkwood,  will  continue  to  be  kept 
under  consideration. 

Midwifery. 

At  the.  present  time,  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby 
t le  domiciliary  midwife  assists  the  majority  of  general  practitioners 
vith  the  examination  of  patients  in  their  surgeries,  which  is  a  much 
more  satisfactory  method  than  each  working  in  isolation.  In 
consequence,  the  Local  Authority  ante-natal  clinics  have  largely 
disappeared,  except  for  relaxation  classes  conducted  by  the  mid¬ 
wife.  The  general  practitioner  maternity  unit,  which  caters  for 
approximately  85%. of  the  confinements,  is  working  satisfactorily 
Discharges  from  this  Unit  are  usually  effected  on  or  about  the 
fifth  or  sixth  day,  and  the  domiciliary  midwife  takes  over  from 
there..  It.  is  thought  that  the  present  establishment  for  four 
midwives  is  adequate. 

Health  Visiting. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  much  closer  liaison  has 
oeveloped  between  the  health  visiting  staff  and  the  general  practi¬ 
tioners.  This  is  satisfying  to  both  sides,  but,  as  would  be  expected, 
has  mcreased  the  amount  of  work.  At  the  present  time,  out  of  an 
estaolishment  of  12,  only  7  are  qualified  health  visitors.  It  has 
long  been  realised  that  much  of  the  ordinary  routine  work  of 
health  visitors  in  clinics  and  schools  can  be  carried  out  by  lesser 
qualified  staff.  In  view. of  this,  it  is  again  recommended  that  the 
establishment  should  be  increased  to  include  12  health  visitors  and 
6  nursing  auxiliaries,  who  could  be  either  S.R.N.  or  S.E.N.  This 
would  enable  the  routine  work  to  be  undertaken  by  a  nursing 
auxiliary  under  the  supervision  of  a  health  visitor  who,  in  turn, 
couid  concentrate  on  health  education  and  home  visiting  of  socio- 
medical  problems. 

Social  Workers. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  health  visitor  is  also  of  a  purely  social 
nature  which  could  well  be  handed  over  to  a  social  worker,  and 
it  is  recommended  that  one  qualified  social  worker  be  appointed 
in  the  year  1965/66.  The  position  then  to  be  reviewed  in  the 
light  of  circumstances. 

Home  Nursing. 

In  the  last  report  it  was  stated  that  the  establishment  of  six 
home  nurses  was  satisfactory.  However,  since  the  closer  association 
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between  the  Department  and  the  general  practitioners  = 
brought  about  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  the  services  of  the  home  nurse.  One  important  need  is  for 
the  introduction  of  injection  clinics  to  be  carried  out  by  the  horn 
nurse  in  the  surgeries  of  the  larger  group  practices  e 
of  visits  paid  by  the  home  nurses  in  1962  was  20,84 1 ,  and  the 
figures  for  this  year  are  very  similar.  This  means  in  effect  t  a 
the  home  nurses  are  working  nearly  to  full  capacity  and  if  a 
tional  cases  are  referred  to  (hem  it  can  only  be  done  by  extend  g 
the  intervals  between  visiting  routine  nursing  care  cases,  e.g.,  me 
weekly  or  fortnightly  bed  bath  may  be  made  tnree-v\ee  y 
monthly.  This  year  we  introduced  two  new  services— the  laundry 
service  and  the  day  and  night  nursing  service.  As  a  result  of 
this  the  home  nurse  is  expected  to  cope  with  patients  who  worn 
otherwise  have  been  admitted  to  hospital,  and  as  will  be  expected, 
they  are  of  a  time-consuming  nature. 

In  the  long  term,  it  is  thought  that  the  work  of  the  home 
nurse  will  gradually  increase  as  the  ten  year  plans  tor  the  io.,pi  a 
and  local  health  authority  services  develop.  Further,  there  is 
little  doubt  that  rehabilitation  of  the  partially  paralysed  panem 
and  instruction  of  elderly  diabetics  will  call  for  much  attention  in 

the  future  from  the  home  nurse. 

In  view  of  the  above,  it  is  recommended  that  the  establishment 
of  home  nurses  be  increased  by  two,  one  of  these  appointments 
to  be  made  in  1964/65  and  one  in  1965/66. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care. 

With  the  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  in  the 
community,  it  is  expected  that  care  and  after  care  work  on  t  is 
group  will  increase.  However,  it  is  thoug'nt  this  will  be  covered 
by  dealing  with  the  nursing  and  domestic  help  establishments. 

Chiropody.  ... 

Approximately  25%  of  all  persons  of  pensionable  age  residing 

in  the  Borough  are  being  provided  with  free  chiropody  treatment 
at  the  present  time.  It  is  not  thought  that  this  proportion  will 
increase  greatly  in  the  near  future.  In  fact,  this  figure  is  m  excess 
of  nationally  estimated  figures  of  such  persons  requiring  treamien  . 

Domestic  Help. 

It  is  agreed  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  (he  need  for 
domestic  helps  as  the  years  progress,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
the  establishment  for  home  helps,  at  present  the  equivalent  of  -h, 
be  increased  by  two  per  annum  for  the  next  five  year  period. 


Mental  Health, 

At  the  present  time  it  is  considered  that  two  mental  welfare 
officers  can  adequately  deal  with  the  existing  case  load,  although 
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vve  have  much  to  learn  as  to  what  might  be  regarded  as  an  appro- 
pnate  case  load.  It  is  not  thought  that  full  use  is  made  of  these 
omcem,  who  are  mainly  carrying  out  their  duties  as  removal 
officers  and  only  doing  a  limited  amount  of  care  and  after  care 
vvork.  It  is  expected  that  as  more  and  more  attention  is  given  to 
tne  community  care  of  the  mentally  disordered  the  need  for  care 
and  aftei  care  assistance  from  this  type  of  officer  will  increase, 
t  h,  therefore,  suggested  that  the  establishment  of  mental  welfare 
officem  be  increased  to  three  during  the  year  1965/66,  the  position 
to  be  reviewed  in  the  light  of  circumstances  then  prevailing. 

Consultation  with  Voluntary  Organisations. 

.  J^e  arrangements  whereby  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Keighley  council  of  Social  Service,  plus  members  of  the  Local 
Authority,  acts  as  a  liaison  committee,  was  made  in  1962.  It  is 
considered  a  satisfactory  means  of  obtaining  an  exchange  of  views 
and  information. 

General  Administration. 

(a)  Medical  Stall.  The  present  establishment  is  as  described 
m  the  previous  report.  However,  following  the  close  association 
of  the  health  visitor  and  the  general  practitioner,  the  future  of 
tne  Assistant  Medical  Officer  spending  the  greater  proportion  of 
his  or  her  time  in  child  welfare  clinics  will  require  to  be  recon¬ 
sidered.  Nevertheless,  it  is  thought  that  there  will  be  ample 
scope  for  this  type  of  doctor  who  is  interested  in  prevention  and 
the  detection  of  early  aberrations.  The  introduction  of  special 
diagnostic  clinics,  where  children  of  pre-school  and  school  age 
requiring  investigation  could  be  referred,  is  envisaged.  In  addition, 
the  selectiv  e  scheme  of  school  medical  inspection  has  increased  the 
amount  and  importance  of  the  school  doctor's  duties.  In  this 
connection  it  is  not  thought  that  the  establishment  should  be 
varied,  but  that  there  might  be  a  redeployment  of  the  staff  in  the 
direction  described  above. 

(b)  Clerical  Staff.  The  recommendation  of  two  further  posts 
asked  for  in  the  previous  report  would  appear  to  be  reasonable. 

Housing  for  the  Elderly. 

The  scheme  of  a  warden  supervising  old  people  residing  in 
Coiporation  houses  and  bungalows  has  been  extended  more  quickly 
than  was  anticipated  a  year  ago.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
four  wardens  supervising  130  old  people.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  scheme  will  now  advance  to  the  stage  where  a  total  of  12 
wardens  will  be  employed  in  the  area  within  the  next  five  years. 
This  accommodation  will,  of  course,  be  supervised  by  wardens 
in  close  collaboration  with  the  Health  Department.  An  extension 
of  the  warden  scheme  to  privately  owned  houses  is  also  desirable.

HOUSING. 


Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  a  total  number  of  210  houses  which  had 
previously  been  represented  as  unfit  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister, 
and  4  Clearance  Orders  comprising  139  houses  were  made  and 
were  awaiting  inquiry  at  the  end  of  the  year.  95  individual  houses 
were  dealt  with  by  demolition  or  closing  orders,  dependent  on  the 
circumstances.  The  table  in  the  appendix  shows  details  of  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas  dealt  with  since  1957. 

209  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise 
and  212  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants. 

Since  the  delegation  of  financial  grant  powers  to  the  local 
authorities,  there  is  evidence  of  increasing  use  of  the  benefits  of  the 
Housing  Acts  1941,  1954,  1961,  and  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958,  as  amended  by  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

317  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  approved  and 
219  completed,  as  compared  with  230  and  246  in  the  previous 
year.  Total  grants  awarded  amounted  to  £25,898. 

Corporation  Rehousing. 

During  the  year,  as  a  result  of  medical  certificates  submitted 
by  General  Practitioners  in  support  of  housing  applicants,  eight 
cases  were  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
urgent  rehousing  on  medical  grounds.  Before  the  end  of  the 
year  all  /these  families  had  been  rehoused. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

During  the  year  no  applications  were  received  for  a  certificate 
of  disrepair. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation. 

This  type  of  dwelling,  of  which  there  are  10  in  the  Borough, 
provide  a  reasonable  standard  of  accommodation.  They  were  all 
supervised  at  their  inception  under  bye-law  and  Housing  Act 
powers* 

Although  not  either  technically  multiple  occupations  or  common 
lodging  houses,  the  various  houses  occupied  by  Pakistani  nationals 
do  present  a  problem  of  over-occupation.  The  problem  is  miti¬ 
gated  by  the  very  few  family  occupations  involving  women  and 
children.  Due  to  the  nature  of  their  employment  on  shift  work 
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in  the  textile  industry  many  “Cox  and  Box’  sleeping  arrangements 
occur.  Slowly,  these  quiet,  courteous  people,  often  handicapped 
with  language  and  tradition  difficulties,  are  absorbing  the .  living 
standards  and  customs  of  their  British  neighbours.  Pride  of 
possession  and  standards  of  domestic  attainments  are  evolving  as 
they  are  gently  chided  and  encouraged  to  attain  a  higher  standard 
of  domestic  comfort. 

Emphasis  on  their  comparative  social  shortcomings  would  be 
a  serious  mistake.  We  should  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  our  own 
advanced  social  level  has  been  attained  by  slow  and  often  very 
painful  experience  over  the  last  one  hundred  years.  Our  attain¬ 
ment  will  progressively  act  as  a  catalyst  to  the  evolving  immigrants. 


Site  far  Movable  Dwellings. 

Two  sites  for  movable  dwellings  are  licensed  subject  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  specified  in 
the  licences.  There  are  twelve  other  sites  licensed  and  in  course 
of  progressive  improvement  in  accordance  with  model  regulations 
of  the  Ministry.

Inspections  were  made  regarding  sanitary  and  refuse  accom¬ 
modation,  in  connection  with  which  the  following  improvements 
were  effected. 

14  Waste  Water  Closets  converted  to  Water  Closets. 

421  Water  Closets  were  provided  in  connection  with  new 
houses. 

9  Pail  Tub  Closets  were  converted  to  WTater  Closets. 

Mainly  due  to  the  provision  of  town’s  water  and  sewers  in  the 
Stanbury  and  Laycock  areas,  the  number  of  pail  closets  was 
reduced  to  291,  of  which  41  are  capable  of  conversion,  and  are 
being  dealt  with  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
The  remaining  250  are  at  farms  and  houses  remotely  situated 
relative  to  town’s  water  and  public  sewers.  Some  50  farms  have 
voluntarily,  and  mainly  with  grant  aid,  converted  by  use  of  the 
septic  tank  system.  There  is  a  hard  core  of  some  200  pail  closets 
at  premises  where  no  statutory  compulsion  can  be  applied.

Hygiene  in  Factories. 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  the  sanitary 

accommodation  in  all  factories  under  the  provision  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937. 

There  has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  generally  in  the 
welfare  provisions  at  factories  and  workshops  in  the  past  ten  years. 

.  Information  in  respect  of  the  Inspection  of  Factories,  together 
with  details  found,  are  shown  in  the  appendix. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Three  tanners  and  leather  dressers  are  of  such  long  standing 
as  to  be  outside  the  powers  of  period  licensing.  One  other  similar 
trade  was  given  .  a  thirty  years’  period  licence  subsequent  to 
extension  of  premises  involving  heavy  capital  expenditure. 

A  long  established  fat  refiner,  bone  boilers,  etc.,  business,  was 
also  made  the  subject  of  long  period  licensing  (twenty  years), 
following  extension  of  his  premises. 

The  tripe  boilers,  maggot  breeders  and  rag  and  bone  dealers 
are  on  annual  licence. 

There  are  bye-laws  controlling  the  hygienic  conduct  of  all  the 
above  offensive  trades. 

There  are  10  established  trades  in  the  Borough,  comprising 
4  Tanner  and  Leather  Dressers,  2  Tripe  Boilers,  1  Bone  Boiler  and 
Fat  Refiner,  1  Maggot  Breeder  and  2  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  following  tables  give  the  administrative  and  operative 
action  taken  during  the  year. 

The  post  of  Rodent  Operator  is  combined  with  that  of  Driver 

Disinfector. 

126  investigations  were  carried  out. 

The  following  shows  the  work  done  by  the  rodent  operative.

(b)  Corporation  Sew7ers. 

Sewers  throughout  the  whole  Borough  were  again  treated 
during  the  year.  Sodium  fluoracetate  was  used  on  four  occasions. 

Premises  such  as  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  abattoirs,  trunk 
and  subsidiary  sewers  and  other  premises  have  been  frequently 
treated  during  the  year. 
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The  Local  Authority  have  powers  of  enforcement  of  rodent 
destruction  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

Many  firms  of  specialists  in  this  work  are  in  existence  whose 
services  are  readily  engaged  by  industrialists. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT. 

The  Highfield  Smoke  Control  Order,  covering  2,812  premises 
of  all  kinds,  came  into  operation  on  1st  June,  1962,  and  is  now 
working  smoothly.  During  1962  a  further  two  Smoke  Control 
Orders  were  made,  consisting  of  2,202  premises  in  the  Braithwaite 
and  Exley  Head-Fell  Lane  areas,  and  work  of  conversion  of 
fireplaces  has  commenced  during  the  year  under  review.  The 
operative  date  for  these  areas  is  1st  July,  1964. 

A  further  small  Order,  covering  324  premises,  was  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  will  come  into  operation,  in  the  Utley  Area,  on  1st 

June,  1965. 

The  fifth  area  is  the  largest  to  date,  covering  4,884  premises, 
and  known  as  the  Lower  Worth  Valley  Smoke  Control  Order. 
The  proposed  date  for  the  Order  to  become  effective  is  1st  October, 
1965,  but  as  yet  no  confirmation  of  the  Order,  or  of  its  date,  of 
commencement,  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 

A  circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  at  the  end  of  1963  indicates 
a  new  line  of  thought  with  regard  to  smokeless  fuel  availabiiity, 
and  a  resultant  change  in  the  policy  governing  grants.  These  will 
be  given  full  consideration  during  the  ensuing  year. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960. 

The  year  under  review  saw  a  further  expansion  in  the  practice 
of  self  service  in  food  shops.  This  means  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  open  food  found  in  the  shops,  and  thus  less  possibility  of 

contamination. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  frequent  inspections  of  all 
food  handling  premises,  and  a  gradual  improvement  was  noted; 
the  absence  of  any  food  poisoning  outbreaks  is  an  indication  of  the 
careful  handling  and  conservation  of  the  food  prior  to  sale  to  the 

public. 

A  survey  of  the  bakehouses  was  commenced  during  the  year, 
with  especial  regard  to  basement  bakehouses,  licensing  of  which 
came  under  review  during  the  year. 
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Bakehouses. 

There  are  55  bakehouses  in  the  district,  of  which  4  are 
basement  bakehouses  licensed  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

Details  of  the  classes  of  food  which  were  submitted  by  the 
Inspectors  to  the  Public  Analyst  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 
Slaughterhouse  Standards. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  Statutory  Report  on  local 
slaughterhouse  facilities,  the  four  such  premises  are  now  approach¬ 
ing  completion  of  modernising  works  to  comply  with  the  Ministry’s 
construction  standards,  the  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  and  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  high  standard  of  amenity  being 
provided  at  the  Public  Abattoir,  incorporating  additional  lairages 
for  all  animals,  clean  and  humane  slaughter  and  dressing  of  sheep, 
improved  mechanical  stunning  and  bleeding  of  beasts,  extension  of 
slaughterhall  hanging  by  provision  of  a  wide,  clean  pre-cooling 
passage,  where  inspection,  splitting  and  shower  spraying  is  affected 
prior  to  carcasses  being  twin  bar  runnered  into  air  conditioned 
34  -38  F.  chambers.  Other  improvements  include  the  provision 
of  a  mechanical  hog  master  pig  scraper,  with  adequate  apron  table 
surfaces  and  winches  for  evisceration  and  sectioning  of  carcases, 
and  finally  spraying  prior  to  transfer  to  air-conditioned  cooling 
halls.  8 

At  the  cattle  reception  site,  a  large  concrete  hosing  and  turning 
area  has  been  provided,  with  commodious  holding  pens  giving 
quick,  convenient  and  foolproof  access  to  indoor  resting  lairages 
or  outdoor  pastures,  where  adequate  watering  and  feeding  facilities 
exist. 

Immediately  adjoining  the  cooling  halls,  and  communicating 
therewith,  is  the  carcass  meat  viewing  hall  with  traders’  offices, 
automatic  weigh  scales  and  private  individual  traders’  refrigerators. 
Lighting  intensities  throughout  the  premises  have  been  carefully 
computed  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  and  the  Factories  Acts. 
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Canteen,  personal  lockers  and  sanitary  accommodation,  incor¬ 
porating  shower  bath  facilities,  have  been  provided  for  slaughter¬ 
men. 

Completion  of  the  works,  estimated  at  £104,000,  is  anticipated 
by  August,  1964. 

The  disposal  of  contaminated  meat  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  The  Meat  (Staining)  Sterilisation  Regulations,  1960. 

Shop  Acts,  1912-1950. 

These  Acts  deal  with  closing  hours  of  retail  shops,  half-day 
closing  orders,  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons,  and  meal 
hours  of  shop  assistants  and  Sunday  trading  restrictions. 

Supervision  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  statutory 
duties  laid  on  Local  Authorities  by  the  Act  of  1950. 

These  provisions  aim  at  the  control  of  temperature,  ventilation 
and  lighting  in  shops,  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitation,  and  wash¬ 
ing  and  meal  taking  facilities. 

Notwithstanding  the  vague  phrasing  of  most  of  this  legislation, 
every  substantial  food  shop,  store  and  warehouse  in  the  town  now 
has  reasonable  facilities  for  promoting  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel. 

There  are  823  shops  or  premises  carrying  on  retail  business 
under  the  purview  of  these  Acts. 

During  the  year  264  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to 
shops  of  all  descriptions  in  the  town.
